Chinn's curroncy and unless some- 
thing was done about the free clr- 
ulation of the Chinese dollar in 
Hongkong, there is no effective woy 
to control the black market here. 

He attributed the. runaway black 
market situation in Shanghal to: 
Firstly, the escape of capital from 
Shanghal; secondly, the stoppage of 
rewards for the discovery of black 
market activitics, He added that 
the rewnrd system will probably b 
te-introduced.—Reuter. .

NEUTRAL COMMISSIONER 


Flushing Meadows, May 6.—The 
United Nations today opproved the 


commissioner for Jerusalem. 

The General Assembly voted to 
ask the Palestine High Commis- 
stoner. Sir Alan Cunningham, to 
appoint a person acceptable to both 
Jews and Arnps. 

The Assembly took the decision 
by a vote of 35 in favowm’, with 17 
abstentions. 

Earlier, Ave nations joined to at- 
tack as inadequate the Trusteeship 
Councils British-proposed plan. to 
set up a neutral. commissioner in 
Jerusalem on May 15. 


The attack came as the General 
Assembly considered the Councll’s 
report on its cfforts to secure peace 
between ‘thd Arabs and Jews, of 
which the chief immedlate point calls 
for a neutral commisioner in 
Jerusalem, to replace Britain until 
the Unlted. Nations find a settlement 
acceptable to both Jews and Arabs. 


The New Zealand delegate, Sir 
Carl Berendsen, said such a com- 
missioner would be “a man of straw” 
without the full authority of the 
United Nations to back him up. 

He called the Council's proposal 
completely inadequate, and sald 
that United Nations action need not 
walt.-on Arab-Jewish agreement.— 
Reuter. 


NO MANDATE EXTENSION 


London, May 6.—Britain has. re- 
jected the American proposals for a 
10-day extension: of her Palestine 
mandate, duc to cxpire on May 18, 
it was disclosed here today. 

Beirut reports sald the new pro- 
posals provided for an all-Palestine 
truce in the 10 days of grace, from 
May 15 to May. 25, during which 
tIme tho Palestine truce commission, 
comprising the United States, 
France and Belgium, would open nc- 
gotlatlons with: the Arab States for 
a general settlement of tho problem, 

Reuter’s diplomatic correspondent 
wrote: “The United States’ - last- 
minute appeal- for cxtension . was 
made to the, British Government 
through Sir Alexander Cadogan, the 
senior British, delegate to the United 
Natlons. .

It might also lend to the growing of 
the complete mushroom.without soil, 
The scientist, Dr Harry \Humfeld, 
of the Western Regional Research 
Laboratory of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture at Albany, California, 
said that the new substance may be 
also_applied_ in _ the production.

Humfeld, reporting in the maga- 
zine Science, official publication ‘of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Stience, said thut nx 
stalk from the ordinary mushroom, 
grown !n a commercial bed, was 
Jsolated und planted on wort agar, 
This Is a substance used by brewers 
in the manufacture of beer, 

The subsequent growth was then 
fermented and incubated. Dr Hum- 
feld sald that a good growth of the 
stalk, or mycelium as it is- known 
technically, was obtained on medin 
containing either asparagus butt 


“juice or press juice from, pear waste. 


After the culture was harvested, 
he sald, the stalks were separated 
from the culture liquid ‘by centrifug- 
ing. In this technique, the solution 
is whirled at great speed, causing 
the varlous component substances to 
separate. 

Dr Humfeld reported’ that the 
stalks grew in great volume. He 
said they had, the “characteristic 
mushroom flavour.”” 


Spawn For Secding 

Chemical tests showed, he sald, 
that the stalks grown in liquid had 
more proteIn and fat content, but 
were lower in ash, 

Dr Humfeld reported that in addi- 
tion to the possible applications for 
soups, pravies and flavourings, the 
liquid-grown stalks may also be 
uscd in the production of spawn for 
seeding commercial mushroom beds, 

Mushroom growing today Is con- 
sidered a diMfcult “art”, which may 
be made caster through use of the 
lHiquid-grown stalks, 

The stalks, or mycelium, are the 
cobwebby strings from which the 
“fruit’—or the actual mushroom— 
grows. The entire mushroom is now 
used for soups ond favourings, 
Under Dr Humfeld’s technique, 
stalks alone would suffice.—United 
Press, 4
